Kwan Yim, of Victoria, Hongkong, Merchant, am the maker of 

this Wi]l. І hereby revoke all Wills and Codicils heretofore 
made and specially make this to be my last Will. I appoint 

my concubine (Fung) Li Shi, my friends Kwong Tsz Ming and Chan 
Chiu Mee and my nephew Fung Keng Yu son of a brother of mine, 

and my nephew (Fugn) Yee Chun son of a cousin of mine, to be the 
executors and trustees of this my Will, provided that my concu- 
bine Li Shi shall hold these offices only if she shall not 
remarry to another person. Such of my sons and daughters as shall 
be minors at the time of my death I commit to the care of 

wy Trustees who shall be their guardians, Provided. my concubine 
Li Shi shall obtain Probate and act as one of my Trustees in 
accordance with this my Will the sum of Two thousand dollars 

shall be taken out of my estate and given her as her remuneration. 
Му concubines Le Shi and Cheng Shi shall each be given One 
hundred dollars as her monthly expenses, each of my sons shall be 
given fifty dollars as his monthly expenses and each of 

my unmarried daughters shall be given Twenty dollars as her 
monthly expenses. These expenses shall be paid month by month 

to the persons entitled to receive them, as expenses for clothing 
and sundries. In the case of my infant children their monthly 
expenses shall be given to their mothers or the executors to 

look after. Should any of my concubines alter her status by 
re-marrying to another person or fail to observe the rules of 
wamanly conduct, the monthly expenses standing in her name shall 
at once cease to be payable. When any son of mine has 


completed his twentieth year of age and marries, the sum of 


Ten thousand dollars shall be appropriated ав inclusive 
expenses for presents and other things, the aim should be 
nevertheless that of economy, any surplus remaining over to go 
to the person concerned. Should the monthly expenses prove 
insufficient after marriage the mother should be asked to con- 
sult the Trustees with a view to such expenses being increased 
so many fold, but in no case shall they be increased to more 
than five fold. When my daughters grow up the monthly expenses 
shall cease to be payable to such as shall marry in which 

event the sum of Twenty thousand dollars shall be appropriated 
for her dowry and other expenses and also the sum of Thirty 
thousand dollars for her private purse which she shall enjoy 
for her own use without interference by her husband. Apart 
from the several items mentioned above the whole of the remain- 


der of my estate shall be divided between all my sons when they 


have attained 21 years 0f age in equal shares irrespective of 


ages. By my sons I mean those sons already born and those who 
Shall hereafter be born to me by my concubine Li Shi or шу 
concubine Üheng Shi. The daughters born to me hereafter by my 
concubine Li Shi or by my concubine Cheng Shi shall be treated 
in the same way as my unmarried daughters mentioned above and 
they shall be paid under the same rule and in the same amounts 
their monthly expenses their dowry and their private purse 
allowances. In the event of any one of mh sons or daughters 
dying without having been married the monthly expenses to which 
such had been entitled shall at once cease to be payabke,. Here- 
after if anything shall happen in my clan or in my family which 
has to be discussed before being proceeded with or as to which 
there shall be divergent views, one or two family meetings shall 
be held, the procedure to be followed shall in all respects be 
in accordance with the history of my life or in accordance with 
«De 


ER law of China, and in no instance shall any person arbitrarily 


start a Court action. If the family meetings fail to solve the diffi- 
culty a request shall be made to the Trustees and men of experience | 
amongst relatives and friends to deal with and decide upon it. It 
is necessary to take cognizance of the fact that peace is precious 
and valuable and that misfortune is the result of lawsuits. 
Beware! Beware! As to my businesses and property the methods 
pursued in my lifetime should be followed but the Trustees shall 
be at liberty to form their own decisions. With regard to the 
people mentioned in this Will as being entitled to benefit under 
my estate; if either during my lifetime or after my death any 

son of mine shall unexpectedly become bankrupt or mortgage his 
allotted share to any person, his allotted share shall in the 
event of such evil thing taking place be forthwith cancelled and 
no payment shall ever be made to him, in the same manner as if 
such a person did not exist, and his allotted share shall be 
merged in the general fund of my estate. After пу death шу 
Trustees shall be at liberty to buy and sell, mortgage or continue 
to carry on or wind up шу property and businesses as they may think 
fit. But with the exception of raising funds to pay my funeral 
and testamentary expenses and the above mentioned monthly expenses 
and the other sums mentioned in this Will шу Trustees shall not 
sell or mortgage my estate. They may only take the income of 

my estate and pay out separately the allotted shares to which the 
beneficiaries shall be respectively entitled. The estate may be 
sold, only when all persons mentioned in this Will as being 
entitled to my estate have died. After my death, my concubines 
and my children should reside and take meal together as usual and 
Should on no account reside separately. If they wish to reside 
separately they should wait till after the year 1945 when they 


could reside separately. The people in uy family may only worship 


ode 


ў the departed ancestors, They shall not worship deities or Buddha 


ü and all josspaper and candles must be dispensed with. They are also 


prohibited from associating with the “three kinds of girls" and the 
"six kinds of women", Buddhist, Monks, Taoist Priests and Nuns and 
they must yip the family ruleshanded down during my life time. 
If any one of them fails to observe them, his or her allotted share 
shall be cancelled and no payment shall ever be made in the same 
manner as if such a person did not exist and his or her allotted 
share shall be merged in the general fund of my estate. After my 
death the funeral expenses shall be in a frugal manner. When the 
funeral procession leaves the house all paraphernalia and funeral 
&crolls and monks, Taoist priests, nuns and Taoist canters shall be 
kept away entirely. It is also prohibited to "buy water", to perform 
"periodical service" or ""thday' ceremonies, to recant Pali to hold 
religious cermonies for the departed soul or to have paper-made 
imitation articles, as is the custon in the interior: I would rather 
that my surplus monies be largely applied for the public good.

6. The following property shall be deemed to be part of the estate, and shall be included in the 
affidavit accompanying the application for probate or letters of administration in respect of the estate 
of every person dying after the commencement of this Order :— 


(a) Any property taken as a donatio mortis causá made by the deceased person, or taken under a 
disposition, made by such deceased person purporting to operate as an immediate gift inter 
vivos whether by way of transfer delivery declaration of trust or otherwise, which shall not 
have been bond fide made twelve months before the death of the deceased person, or taken 
under any gift, whenever made, of which property boná fide possession and enjoyment shall 
not have been assumed by the donee immediately upon the gift and thenceforward retained 
to the entire exclusion of the donor, or of any benefit to him by contract or otherwise. 


Any property which the deceased person having been absolutely entitled thereto has caused 
to be transferred to or vested in himself and any other person or persons jointly, including 
therein any purchase or investment effected by such deceased person either by himself alone 
or in concert or by arrangement with any other person so that the beneficial interest therein 
or in some part thereof passes or accrues by survivorship on his death to such other person. 


Any property passing under any past or future settlement made by the deceased person by 
deed or any other instrument not taking effect as a will, whereby an interest in such property 
or the proceeds of sale thereof for life or any other period determinable by reference to death 
is reserved either expressly or by implication to the settlor, or whereby the settlor may have 
reserved to himself the right by the exercise of any power to restore to himself, or to reclaim 
the absolute interest in such property, or the proceeds of sale thereof, and the term “settle- 
ment" in this paragraph shall include any trust, whether expressed in writing or otherwise, 
and if contained in a deed or other instrument effecting the settlement, whether such deed or 
other instrument was made for valuable consideration or not as between the settlor and any 
other person.

For any debt in respect whereof there is a right to reimbursement from any other estate or 
person unless such reimbursement cannot be obtained; nor 


More than once for the same debt or incumbrance charged upon different portions of the 
estate.
